DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/701,453 filed on November 6, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show render obvious the shift control method/apparatus as claimed, and particularly 
including a fuel cut when an engine speed exceeds a predetermined value during deceleration; a 
controller that corrects through learning control, an apply pressure of a clutch during a 
downshift, so that an amount of drop in input shaft speed increases when the amount of drop is 
less than a predetermined value during said downshift, and including the remaining structure and 
controls of claim 1, and 7, respectively.
